At 12 o'clock the chureh bells began 
to ‘*Ring out the Old; Ring in the 
New,” and for 380 minutes made the 
welkin resound with their peals. This 
aroused sleeping people from their 
slumbers in time to bid adieu to the 
19th, and welcome the 20th, century

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From Boston Transcript. 
Old Concord at the Present Day, 


Concord, Mass, Sept. 6.—The_ well- 
worb saying that you cannot throw a 
atone in Cuncord without hitting & poet 
may be considerably wide of the truth, 
but as a matter of fact ove of the first 
things that strike the tourist in these 
parts is the superior average intelligence 
of the people. Shopkeepers and venders 
of fruit know about Emerson and 
Thoreau, not only as townsmen but as 
literati, and auswer your questious with 
a degree of intelligence that is positively | 
surprisiug. This intellectual atmosphere 
is due to a profound pride takeu by the} 
public in literary Concord that was, and 
@ desire to maiutain, as far as possible, 
her noble reputation of the past. 

The Free Public Library las aided in 
this more than anything else, ‘making,”’ 
as Emerson said it would, “readers of 
those who were bot readers, seholars of 
those who ouly read newspapers and 
novels until then.’ ‘The library contains 
32,000 volumes and the annual circula- 
tion is said to be 25,000. This makes 
nearly ten books for every man, woman 
aud child in the town, as the population 
is Only estimated at three thousand. 
The building is a beautiful structure of 
red brick with stone trimmings, staud- 
ing in @ triangle of green at the junction 
of Main and Sudbury streets, aud was 
given to the town by Mr. William Mou- 
roe, with funds for its equipment and 
Inaintenance, 

It is & pity that no one has gotten out 
a capable guidebook for the town of 
Concord. ‘Those to be had are so badly 
arranged that considerable time is lost 
hunting out the various objects of in- 
terest. Houses are classified bere and 
monuments there and the visitor who 
would make his exploratious aloue must 
rush hither aod thither, unless be has 
time to sit down and straighten it all 
out beforehand, What is needed is a 
book that will give the historic points 
by streets, startiug from, say Mouument 
Square, which is the most central aud 
cuuvenient place of note. Thus going 
horth along Monument street you tiad 
the Keyes house, the old Manse, the 
battletield and the old North bridge; 
east along Lexington street, the oid 
burying ground, the Catholic church, the 
Antiquarian Society, Emerson's house, 
the Alcott house, Hawthorue’s house, 
“Wayside,” the house of Mr, Bull, the 
originator of the Concord yrape; and 
fiuully Merriam’s Corner, where the 
second battle was fought at Concord on 
the 19th of April, 1775, 

Going south from the square, the 
visitor would pass aiung Main street aud 
here the first object of interest is Wright's 
tavern, standing just as it stood on that 
memorable morning when the British 
came up Lexinugtoo road to destroy the 
Concord stores. A sign on the north 
side bears this inscription: “In this 
House Major Pitcairn, iu Command of 
the British Forces, April 19, 1775, Got 
Full on Brandy and Sugar. To-day we 
can fill you witha good Yankee Dinner. 
Come in aud Try Lt.” Farther down 
Main street is the small business section 
of the towu—the stores, bauk, postottice, 
ete., and after the library is passed the 
residential portion begins. The house 
erected by Thoreau’s tather, and where 
the poet-naturalist lived in his later 
years, still stands, aud is now occupied 
by Mr. F. R. Sanborn, who wrote a 
biography of Thoreau. Previous to Mr. 
Sanborn’s occupation, the Alcotts lived 
there with Mrs. Pratt, who was Anna 
Bronson Alcott. The house of the Hon, 
Samuel Hoar is also a landmark on Main 
street. 

Walden street runs southeasterly from 
Main street to the beautiful lake a mile 
and a half distant, which Henry David 
Thoreau has immortalized. The site of 
the hutin Waldeu woods, where Thoreau 
lived for two years and prepared the 
miauuscript for his book “Walden,” is 
marked by uw pile of stones, the larger 
ones being those ‘Thoreau used in con- 
structing his chimuey. ‘The lake is very 
clear and pure and with the exception 
of a picnic ground for children on the 
Opposite shore, is as quiet and lonely as 
it was when the hermit walked there. | 
The Emerson family still owns that por- 
tion of the woods uear the lake known 
as “Fairyland’’—a beautiful, quiet re- 
treat, thick with pitch pines and firs. 
The beantield which Thoreau cultivated 
80 assiduously, is situated near the road | 
leading to the lake and is grown over } 
now with trees and shrubs, for after} 
leaving it, he set out with his own hands/| 
@ number of wild plants to take the 
place of his viny intruders, 

The house of the Key, Peter Bulkeley, 
the first minister of Concord, stands on 
Lowell road, running west from Monu- 
ment square. In front is a stone tablet 
with this inscription: “Here in the 
House of the Reverend Peter Bulkeley, 
first minister and one of the founders of 
this town, @ bargain was made with the 
Squaw Sachem, the Sagamore ‘Tahat- 
tawan and other Indians, who then sold 
their rights to the six square miles 
called Concord to the English planters 
and gave them peaceful possession of 
the land, A. D. 1636." But subsequent 
events proved that it was not a peaceful 
possession by aby means. 

The visitor to Concord is usually 
charmed with its physical features as 
well as its quaint old houses and monu- 
ments. All around it are broad greeu 
meadows and gentile eminences, while 
the Concord river meandering along, 
describes almost a semi-circle shous the 
town proper. I[t is a limpid, slow-flow 
ing, beautiful stream which the inuhabi- 
tants have had the good taste to let re- 
main as ap ornament, instead of pollut 
ing ite waters with mill-wheels and the 
like. Stone bridges span the river every- 
where, with the exception of the old 
North and old South bridges. These are 
rude, wooden, primitive, just as they 
were in 1775, only fortitied and kept 
strong. The monuments at Old North 
bridge are @ granite shaft marking the 
place where the first of the enemy fell, 
and @ bronze statue of the minute-man 
on the side where Major Butterick's 
men were stationed.

Plants Require Plenty of Fresh Air. 


“Sometimes plants fail to do well 
because they are not given air enough,” 
writes Eben E. Rexford, in the January 
Ladies’ Home Journal. “Plants breathe, 
just as human beings do, and unless 
they can have a sullicient amount of 
pure oxygen to auswer the demands of 
their nature they will not grow, because 
they cannot grow. Make it a rule to 
admit pure, fresh air every pleasant day 
inte the rooms in which your plants are 
growing. Very often plants fail to grow 
because they are small, young specimens 
which have been planted in large pots. 
Small plants are injured greatly by this 
treatment—indeed, they are often killed 
by it, because their few young, tender 
roots are not able to appropriate the 
outriment contained in a large amount 
of earth, and, as a uatural consequence, 
the tender plants are overfed. They 
cannot digest all the food forced upon 
them, and vegetable dyspepsia results. 
Use small pots for small plants, and 
shift, from time to time, to larger sizes 
a6 the old pots are filled with roots.”

A MIDNIGHT BURIAL. 


TRUE STORY OF THE FIRST MASONIO 
FUNERAL IN ARIZONA. 


Owing to a Sequence of Pecullar In- 
cidenta the Ceremony Was Delayed 
and Was Not Completed Until the 
Sun Peeped Over the Hills, 


The following true narrative of the 
first Masonic burial In Arizona, as re- 
lated to me by my old friend, Colonel 
W. M. Williams of Cairo, Ills., will 
doubtless interest your readers. I give 
it, as nearly as possible, in his own 
words: 

In 1860 I was In Arizona as super- 
intendent of the St. Louis Mining com- 
pany, located on the San Pedro river, a 
short distgnce west of what Is now 
known as Tombstone and 40 miles east 
of Fort Buchanan. 

On one occasion I made a visit to the 
Santa Rita mines, located In another 
part of the territory. These were man- 
age@ by Cincinnati parties and were 
known as the Heintzleman mines, 
When I arrived there and Introduced 
myself, as none of us had ever met be- 
fore, I was greeted with that cordial 
hospitality known only to those who 
have lived on the frontier or In mining 
eamps by Mr. H. C. Grosvenor of Cln- 
cinnati, the superintendent, with two 
others who occupied positions at the 
mines. 

One of these, Mr. J. T. Mason, I 
found seriously indisposed; the other I 
sent to Fort Buchanan to bring Dr. J. 
B. D. Irwin, surgeon at the post. I 
then devoted my time to the sick man, 
who was growing more feeble each 
hour. He told me !f he died he wanted 
to be buried with Masonite honors, 

I had “tried” him and found him to 
be a bright third degree Mason. I 
promised to do all I could to carry out 
his request. He died before morning, 
and the messenger sent for the doctor 
had not returned, and it was uncertain 
as to when, if ever, be might return, 

As in those days there were not over 
65 Amerteans in the territory outside 
of the troops, the taking of life by the 
Indians was daily expected. In this 
emergency it deyolyed upon me to ar- 
range for the burial of our friend. T 
sent peon messengers to Tubae and 
other places where Americans were 
known to be to come te my ald. 

During the day I selected a beautiful 
spot overshadowed by a large mesquite 
tree and there had a very deep grave 
dug, as In that country the coyote Is a 
kind of hyena, that will unearth any 
corpse if not laid deep in the ground. 


This work was done by peons, while I | 


stood guard to keep the Indians from 
surprising us, 

By midnight the messengers I had 
sent out commenced returning with 
the few who could come with them. I 


found among those who arrived two 
or three Masons, who, like myself, 
were “rusty” in the Masonite burial 


ritual. We opened the trunk of the 
deceased, hoping to find something to 
guide us in fultilling bis last request 
The only thing we discovered was an 
Episcopal ritual. The following per- 
sons composed the funeral cortege: Dr. 
Cc. B. Hughes, J. Howard Wells, Wil 
liam S. Oury, H, C. Colo- 
nel Titus, S. Warner and myself 

We had determined to bury the body 
at night, in the darkness, having no 
light except a candle in one of the old 
time perforated tin lanterns by which 
I could read the service. 

After lowering the 
grave | commenced to read the serv- 
lee. I stood close to the head of the 
grave, and Mr. Howard Wells held the 
lantern behind me. A rustling sound 
was heard, It was supposed to come 
from lurking Indians, and every one 
looked out for himself. The man hold-

grave, and | fell In after It. 
There I was with the corpse In a 


deep grave. | had my pistols and 
Sharp's carbine with me, and I real- 
ized that if the Indians peered Into the 
grave | could fill it with dead bodies. I 


listened. Not a sound was heard. My 
companions had, I suppose, secreted 
themselves and no doubt thought I 


had done the same.

ANIMALS THAT WEEP, 


Man Not the Onty Creatore That 


Sheda Tears, 

The weeping “mock turtle” In “Allee 
In Wonderland” and the walrus in the 
same who held “his 
handkerchief before his streaming 
eyes” fre not wholly creatures of the 
Imagination if we may believe M. Hen 
ri Coupin, writing In La Nature of 
Paris. He quotes numerous authori 
ties to show that many animals shed 
real tears and for the same reasons 
that cause human beings to weep. He 
Intimates also that there Is a fruitful 
fleld for investigation along this and 
similar lines. Says M. Coupin: 

“Laughing is believed to be peculiar 
| to man, but the same {sg not true of 
weeping, which is a manifestation of 
emotion that is met with in diver® an- 
imals, 

“Among the creatures that weep 
most easily we may first mention the 
ruminants, with whom the act is so 
well known that it has given rise te a 
trivial but accurate expression, ‘to 
weep like a calf.’ Among these anl 
mals the facility of shedding tears Is 
explained by the presence of a supple 
mentary lachrymal apparatus, 

“All hunters know that the stag 
weeps, and we are also assured that 
the bear sheds tears when it sees Its 
last hour approaching. The giraffe is 
not less sensitive, as might be expected 
in so gentle a creature, and regards 
with tearful eyes the hunter who has 
wounded it. 

“If we are to credit Gordon Cum- 
ming, the eland (African antelope) acts 
In the same way. He says of one of 
these animals that he had pursued for 
a long time: ‘Flecks of foam flew from 
Its mouth. Abundant sweat had given 
its gray skin an‘ashy blue tint. Tears 
fell from its great black eyes, and It 
was evident that the eland felt that its 
last hour had come.’ 

“Dogs weep quite easily. If their 
master goes away, for instance, leay 
ing them tled, they bark, with tears 
both in their eyes and in their voices. 
The same Is true of certain monkeys. 
The Cebus azare weeps when Its wish 
es are opposed or when It Is frightened, 
and the eyes of the Callithrix sciureus 
fill at once with tears when It Is seized 
with terror.

From the examples given above it will

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THE INAUGURATION. 


The ceremonies of installing the 


Woburn City Government of 1901 took 


place last Monday afternoon. It was 


a great day for our city—a semi-gala 
day, so to speak [he exercises were 
held in Lyceum Hall, which was fairly 
well filled during the time allotted to 
the programme 

After a fervent address to the Throne 
of Grace by Rev. Henry C. Parker, 
pastor of the Unitarian echureh, the 
oath of office was solemnly administered 
by John H. Finn, City Clark, to the 
Mayor and new City Council 

At 3 p.m. Mayor Davis began bis 
third inaugural address to the people of 
Woburn, acknowledging on the start, 
with candor and humility, bia limita- 
tions, and finished it in due season. It 
was listened to with profound attention, 
aud evidently pleased his hearers. We 
have neither time, space, nor inclipa- 
tion, to print the Address entire, and, 
besides, is it not to appear in «a hand 
somely printed and bound pamphlet at 
an early day? Here follows, however, 
the meat of it, the juice, the real 
essence of the document, minus tables 
of figures which are intelligent to 
nobody but City Auditor Barrett 
Mayor Davis said, in a nutshell: 

[hope to meet the expectations ol 
the citizens who have conferred upon 
me this unprecedented honor and to 
apply such knowledge as I may have 
gained during my incumbency of this 
office for the past two years to further 
the welfare and prosperity of our city 
and all its people. 

I recommend an appropriation of 
2,000 for sanitary appliances at the 
Almshouse; an improvement of con- 
ditions at the City Park ball ground 
and comfortable seats provided for 
spectators; steps should be taken at 
once to secure an extension of the 
Metropulitiun Parkway into the city; 
the streets contiguous to the proposed 
route of the Parkway in this city should 
be improved and an appropriation made 
for it as evidence that the city is dis- 
posed to do its share; continue the 
work of setting edgestones and laying 
concrete for sidewalks; caution should 
be exercised in providing for the School 
Department aud not allow sentiment 
to influence in too great a degree judg- 


ment in the matter; an appropriation | 
of from $6,000 to $10,000 to utilize} 


the present high schoolhouse, that the 
funds received from Street Railway 
companies be devoted to caring for the 
streets through which the cars run, and 


not be merged with uther funds; liberal 


appropriation for macadam construe- | 


tion; that the Council consider the 
feasibility of adopting some different 
method of providing for the sewer in- 
debtedness. 

Mayor Davis says that he believes 
he voices the sentiment of a great 
majority of the citizens when he says 
that he hopes the retirement of the 
license commission after June 1 may 
be permanent ; 

The Mayor still believes in that Horn 
Pond boulevard, and disbelieves in a 
new schoolhouse. His forte is public 
economy to the last bat’s end. He told 
his audience that Woburn’s assessment 
for the Metropolitan Park business will 
be about $4,000 annually for the next 
five years. ‘There is no assurance that 
any of the $20,000 will ever come back 
in the shape of boulevards and park- 
ways within our borders. 

There wasn’t much of anything oew 
for the Mayor to talk about, but the 
things he said were timely and to the 
point. In the course of a week or two 
the JourNAL will probably give the 
Address a closer analytical going over 
and publish its discoveries and conelu | 
sions.

MORE ABOUT THE INAUGU- 
RAL. 


Mayor Davis's latest inaugural ia like 
the latest baby born into the family — 
the beat of the lot. It smooth 
piece of composition—we are talking 
now of the inaugural and not of the 
infant—and in form and substance is a 
creditable public document. We find 
little fault with its general reasoning 
and recommendations; and the spirit 
in which His Honor discusses the 
various mupicipal problems, which he 
attempt to itlumine, is just right. 

The reference in the address the 
great difference in the expenses of the 
Poor Department in 1891 and at the 
present date shows that the Mayor felt 
called upon to explain some of the start- 
ling figures which the Journat pub- 
lished a few weeks ago. He recognizes 
the correctness of the JOURNAL’S stats 
ment and says that ‘the increase in 
the number of persons aided, from 320 
in 1891, to 825 in 1900, is of all 
proportion to our increase in popula- 
tion.” The Mayor further explains 
that while there has been a large gross 
increase in the cost of this department 
since 1891 the cost of vid per capita 
has materially decreased. 

We are glad to call the attention of 
our readers to this explanation. But it 
is all the more significant that the 
Mayor does not attempt to account for 
any of the large increases of expendi- 
tures in the various other departments 
to which we directed public attention in 
these colums. For instance, the 
augural is silent on the subject of the 
100 per cent increase in salaries since 
1891, and the numerous other large 
departmental increases since that date. 
We notice that the neighboring city ol 
Melrose, which is about our 
population and valuation, has « salary 
list of $10,000 compared with 
Woburn’s $15,000; and just why it 
costs so much more to run the muoici- 
pal machine here is not easy for the un- 
initiated to understand, and we get no 
light from the Great Fountain of Light 
at the ‘uunicipal Building. The 
Mayor's recent veto of a salary raise 
shows where he stands on the subject, 
and that he is alive to the situation. 
Av analysis of our salary list with that 
of other cities of like size would 
looked well in the Mayor’s inaugural 
and have satisfied a long felt want. 

The Mayor complains of the great 
system, nearly half 
of which he admits is a State assess 
ment over which the city has no con- 
trol. And yet he still bankers for the 
Boulevard, which, as everyone knows, 
will probably double our Metropolitan 
assessments for Parks if the Mayor's 
pet scheme is allowed to materialize. 
He would like to postpone the payment 
of a few thousand dollars of our sewer 
debt for some years and replace it with 
a Boulevard debt, with the result that

The Electric Light Hearing. | 

Last week the State Gas Commis- 
sioners closed the heariug on the peti- 
tiou of sundry inhabitants of Winches- 
ter for a readjustment of the prices of 
electric light charged by the Woburn} 
Light, Heat & PowerCo. Supt. Wallis 
appeared for the Company, and Lawyer 


Russell for the petitioners. Mr. Wallis} 
made out a strong case for his side, | 


and will probably get a favorable decis- | 
sion. He summed up as follows: } 
The basis of my system can be per- | 
haps better understood by a considera 
tion ot the following illustration :— 


Let us suppose that a 5 H. P engine 
is being run 10 consecutive hours daily 
for a customer whose use of the power 
consists of a total of one hour in the 
ten hours the engine is operated. That 
the cost of operation including all legiti- 
mate fixed charges is, say, $20 per 
mooth. That the profit desired is 25) 
per cent, and consequently the charge 
to the customer is $25 per month. 
Now, supposing the customer desires to 
use the power every hour during the 
ten hours the eugive is in operation, 
which increases the cost of production 
to, say, $40 per mouth; because he 
uses teo times as much power should 
he be charged $250 per mouth, simply 
because he paid $25 for one tenth as 
much as he now wants to use, or shall 
he be charged 25 per cent. profit on the 
vew cost he has created? I am an ad- 
vocate of the latter plan. Mr. Russell 
is an advocate of the previous one. 
Any flat rate (20c. K. W. hour for 
instance) is ten times the charge for 
ten times the service regardless of the 
cust figures. Since Mr. Russell has 
urged that his views be adopted as a 
matter of priuciple, I urge that my 
views be fully aud caretully tuvestigatea 
for the reason that watter of 
principle I can never execute an order} 
of the Commission, or apy other 
authority having jurisdiction, that con 
templates a returo to a flat rate plan of 
charging. While the Woburn Light, 
Heat and Power Company will, un 
doubtedly, obey any order the Hovor 
able Commission may see fil to give in 
the matter, persoually I shall never} 
return to the plan abandoved July Ist. 
I trust that my hearers will believe that 
my present attitude in this matter 
only been determined upou alter due

| “The lamp chimney,” 


| ployed in making lamp chimneys, and 
| the chimneys produced number mil- 
| lions annually. The number 
fre now made west of the Alleghany | 
mountains in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Indiana, the majority of the 
glass works of the country are located, 
many of them in the natural gas re 
gions. 

“The first glass works in the country 
were established in Boston, and former 
| ly the glass making industry was prin- | 
| cipally in the east. Now there are not 
| nearly so many glass factories here as 
there once were. 

“One not familiar with the business 
might be surprised with the great vari- 
ety in which lamp chimneys are made. 
| Lamps are made In these days in very | 
great variety by many makers, and of 
course there are made chimneys suita 
ble for all of them. There Is one Amer- 
jean lamp chimney maker who, count- 
ing sizes and styles, produces 600 varie. | 
tles. Among the great variety of chim- 
neys made there are some that are of | 
common use everywhere, and then 
there are some that are specially suited 
to demands In this or that part of the 
country and are not in demand In 
other parts. 

“Lamp chimneys are not only made 
in far greater variety than formerly, to 
fit perfectly every sort of lamp, but 


greater 


where 


they are also made better than ever. In 
fact, lamp chimneys have advanced 
with everything else. But enormous 


and Increasing as the production is, the 
demand scarcely keeps pace with the 
increase In the population, this being 
especially true of cities in which gas is 
more and more used and here In New 
York, for instance, by users through 
slot gas machines, which have some In- 
fluence on the sale of lamp chimneys. 
Still the number of lamps used here Is} 
enormous. There are plenty of people 
burning gas, for Instance, who have as 
well three or four lamps, and the num 
ber of people here who use lamps alone 
for the purpose of Illumination Is very} 
great. There are used in New York 
and its vicinity millfons of lamp chim 
neys annually 
“There are recelved in this city from 
western manufacturers for domestic 
consumption | suppose about four car 
loads of chimneys weekly, running 
from 1,500 to 2,000 dozen chimneys to 
the car. These are sold to jobbers, who 
distribute them through their trade to 
customers in the city and hereabout 
and to customers at greater or less dis 
tances away Perhaps half of these 
chimneys or rather more are used in 
the city or within 50 miles of It. To the| 
chimneys thus brought here are to be} 
added those produced here, the eastern 
chimneys being made chiefly for the) 
local trade and for export | 
“We import a few lamp chimneys of | 
the cheapest and of the best grades, 
the cheap chimney from Germany and | 
the costlier from France, but these lm 
ports cut only a small figure In the to 
tal consumption, and we export lamp 
chimneys in great quantities. We send} 
very few to Europe, though we do sell 
them some of our best chimneys. But} 
outside of Europe we sell lamp chim-| 
neys everywhere. We come into com 
|

petition in some parts of the world 
with the Germans, who make chim 
neys very cheaply, but our exports are} 
increasing, and we send chimneys, as| 
I said, everywhere—to Mexico, the} 
West Indies, South America, South 
Africa, China—in fact, to all lands tn 
which lamps are used, all around the 
earth.”—New York Sun.

MORE FENCERS THAN EVER, 


A Great Vartety of Goods Made Here 
or Imported For Thetr Use. 

“Fencing goods,” said a dealer in 
such articles, “are imported, some from 
France, but the greater part from Ger 
many. The foil, made with a blade 
82 inches in Jength for beginners, regu 
lation length being 34, Is made in very 
great variety as to details and manner 
of finish, tIneluding foils designed 
especially for women’s use. There are 
two famillar standard kinds of guards} 
for the foil--the ®gure & guard and the 
These mountings are of 
iron, of steel and of brass, some polish 
ed and some nickel plated, sometimes 
engraved and gilded, the open guards 
belng faced with leather of one kind 
or another, Including elkskin. 

“The foil handles are produced in 
great variety, not only as to shape, but 


as to the materials used in them. They 
are covered with leather of various) 
kinds, including sharkskin. Some are| 


covered with velvet, some with plush 
and some with wire. The handles are 
corded or wire wound, those of the 
costiier folls with silver or with gold 
wire. As to the shapes of the handles, 
they are many. Teachers of the various 
schools of fencing might prefer one this 
shape and another that, and individual 
fencers have their preferences, and, of 
course, men want handles suited to 
their bands. 

“The foll blades are made in lighter 
and in heavier wetghts in various 
grades and In great variety as to fin- 
ish, some polished and some blued, and 
blades are etched and engraved and 
gilded. Fotls are sold not only for use 
in fencing, but for decorative purposes. 
Some of the finest and most handsome- 
ly finished folls, varfously ornamented, | 
are put to such uses, and such foils are 
bought for presentation. Foils are, of 


course, produced at a great variety 
of prices. They are sold in pairs. 
“Then there are sold rapiers and 


fencing swords in a variety of styles. 
There are sold wooden broadswords 
for beginners In sword exereise, and 
there are also sold, for fencing practice 
and for exercise, single sticks, or fenc- 
ing sticks, these being of wood, some- 
what shorter and lighter and also 
cheaper than foils and having basket 
hilts. 

“While the foils and rapiers and 
swords are imported, almost all of the 
other fencing goods are made In this 


country. There are various kinds of 
fencing masks, Including masks for 
foils, masks for stick and sword prac-

TRAPPED GERONIMO. 


HOW BRAVE LAWTON CAME TO COR- 
NER THE WILY APACHE 


The Inctdents That Led Up io ita Se- 
lection by General Miles to Com- 
mand the Pxpedition That Mad the 


Indian Chief a Captive, 


An interesting story of how General 
Tienry W. Lawton received command 
of the detachments which were assign 
ed by General Miles to capture Geronl 
mo and Natchez and thelr Apaches waa 
told In the army bullding recently 

General Miles, It seems, had made up 
his mind to send out a detachment of 
infantry and a detachment of cavalry 
with orders not to return until Geronf 
mo was either killed or captured. The 
orders had not been issued, but it was 
quite generally known throughout the 
department of the west that such a 
move was contemplated. Every officer 
Who wa in any way ambitious was 
aching for a chance to head the expedi- 
tion, but no hint as to who would be 
chosen could be obtained 

It was known, however, that if a field 
officer was not appointed to command 
the two detachments General Miles 
would assign a cavalry officer to the 


post of honor. There was no chance 
that an infantry officer would be cho 
sen Meanwhile word had come that 
Geronimo had crossed over the Une tn 
to Mexico At that time the United 
States government had an agreement 
with Mexico whereby the armies of el 
ther nation when pursuing a hot trail 
might cross the line and enter either 
country.

Aaron Burr’s Trial for Treason. 


“No court in this country had ever 
presented a more impressive spectacie 
than on the day when the third 
President of the United States 
raigned as @ traitor,” writes 
Perrine in the 
Journal. “On the bench sat the most 
renowned of all the long list of jurists 
of the Supreme Court, Johu Marshall, 
aud the courtroom and the stree yout 
the famous Capitol [Richmond], which 
still exists among the most venerated of 
the historic buildings of Virginia, were 
crowded with witnesses, lawyers and 
pabite men from all parts of the country. 
Bure was not proved to be guilty under 
the indictment and the evidence sub- 
mitted, His beautiful, brilliant daughte, 
Theodosia, radiant with joy, appeared 
in the streets of the town for a long 
walk with her father, amid the admira- 
tion of his partisans, She had won the 
hearts of even his enemies with her 
beauty and still more with her filial 
devotion, The further proceedings which 
had been meditated by the Federal 
Government were dropped, for Burr's 
most uncharitable foes must have been 
satisfied with the new outbursts of 
popular feeling which his acquittal raised 
against him, He could not appear in 
public without taking the risk of per 
sonal insult or of being mobbed.”

JEWEL MALADIES. 


Precions Stones That Are Subject to 
Sertous Chanres, 

The decoloration of precious stones 

when they have been exposed to the 


| air for a long time Is considered one of 


the most frequent maladies. Among 

the colored stones, the emeralds, rubies | 
and sapphires are those which remain 
intact best Nevertheless they are not 
exempt from changes, as has been | 
proved by many experiments recently 

Two rubies of the same | 


one in a showense and the other away 
from alllieht. At the end of this term | 
a comparison revealed that the first 
had become somewhat lighter In color. 

rhe influence of light makes itself 
felt more plainly on topazes and gar 
nets. The garnet turns much paler in| 
a short time, while the topaz assumes | 
a darker shade and even loses the bril 
ancy by it when freshly 
eut. 

The most sensitive stone In this re- 
spect Is the opal. This stone draws Its 
rainbow reflections from | 
numerons little clefts which allow the | 
light to pass and reflect it in different 
directions, Often the opal stands the 
manipulations of cutting and polishing 
well, and all of a sudden it splits. It 
suffers always by excess of heat. Ow 
ing to its chemical composition it Is 
sensitive to all the changes of tempera 
ture 

Pearls deteriorate very easily. In the 
fire they are transformed into a piece 
of lime. Placed in contact with an acid, 
they behave as lime or marble would 
under the same conditions. It 
times happens that during the work, if 
the hand touching them Is very sweaty, 
they lose their luster or break, being 
attacked by the acid of the perspira 
tion 

Since pearls are composed of concen 
tric layers of mother of pearl, it | 
sometimes possible to repair them by 
taking off the outer layer, but this 
operation is extremely difficult and 
delicate. If the Interior colors are in 
jJured there is no remedy 

Diamonds are less sensitive; still it 
is not prudent to take them too near 
the fire.—Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly,

George E. Swain. 

The police ot Boston were correct in 
their conjecture that the mau recently 
arrested there on the charge of passing 
a forged check is no other than George 
E. Swain, who was released from prison 
Dec. 20 last oo parole. Swain bas ad 
mitted his identity, and has sent word 
of his arrest to his counsel, Joho W 
Johaoson of Woburn. He oo doubt real- 
izes that he has a weary road ahead of 
him, and is apprehensive for his future 
Blatus among men 

Swain was arrested in Woburo in 
1898, for horse stealing aud was sen- 
tenced to 25 years imprisonment 
Through the death of a relative he 
came into possession of funds amount- 
ing to about $10,000, Lawyer Joboson 
of Woburn being his trustee. As Swain 
had conducted himself in a proper man- 
ver during his incarceration, it was felt 
that the income from the fund might 
arouse his ambition to lead an honest 
life. On this ground, the Governor 
consented to his release on parole 

Swain bas been in Boston and vicin- 
ity since he was released from prison, 
and he visited his home in Wilmisgtou 
for a short stay. 

Lawyer Johasoo will probably con- 
fer with the authorities as to the dis 
position of Swain's case. 

It has been suggested that Swain be 
seul to the State farm or some tostitu- 
tion other than State prison, and even 
his commitment to an asylum has beeo 
recommended. The prisoner is 50 years 
old, and the list of horses he has ap- 
propri ated is a lone one He is uot 
kuewn to have ever passed worthless 
paper before

Mr 
Lincoln obeyed Instructions and Iinter- 
rupted Chief Justice Marshall, who 
was acting as secretary of state, in the

“Mr. Jefferson has not yet qualified 
as president,” exclaimed the astonish 
ed chief justice. 

“Nevertheless he considers himself 
an executor or trustee and Instructs me 
to take charge of the archives of this 
department until he !s duly qualified.” 

“But it Is not yet 12 o'clock,” said 
Judge Marshall, taking out his watch. 

“This is the president's watch and 
rules the hour,” said Mr. Lincoln. 

Judge Marshall carried away the 
commissions that were completed, and 
the men who received them were after- 
ward known as “Adams’ midnight 
judges.” 

Mr. Jefferson considered this an In- 
fringement of his prerogatives and an 
invasion of his authority as president, 
and for maty years he and Mr. Adams 
were bitterly hostile, although he con- 
tinued to correspond with Mrs. Adams 
In a friendly manner. On the other 
hand, Mr. Adams was offended with 
| Mr, Jefferson of the removal 
' of his son, John Quincy Adams, who | 
was registrar of bankruptey at Boston 
Mr. Jefferson afterward explained that | 
he was not aware that the young | 
Adams who held the office was a son of 
the ex-president or he would vot haye 
removed him A reconciliation was 
brought about by Dr. Benjamin Rush, 
for which Mr. Jefferson was prepared 
by a sympathetic letter from Mrs. 
Adams at the time of the death of his 
daughter, Mrs. Epps. 

The letter of Dr. Rush to Mr. Adams 
urging the reconciliation is one of the 
most eloquent appeals that can be| 
imagined. He says: 

“Fellow laborers in erecting the fab 
ric of American liberty and independ 
ence, fellow sufferers in the calumnies 
and falsehoods of party rage, fellow 
heirs of the gratitude and affection of 
posterity and fellow passengers in the 
same stage which must convey 
both into the presence of the Judge 
with whom forgiveness and the love of 
your enemies is the condition of your 
acceptance, embrace —eimbrace each 
other, bedew your letters of reconcilla- 
tion with tears of affection and joy.” 

Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Adams re 
sumed their correspondence and friend 
ly relations until their death, which oc 
curred on the same day, but some of | 
Mr. Jefferson's partisans refused to ap 
prove the reconciliation,—Chicago Ree

There had not been a 
suicide with this acid for more than a 
year, but within a week after the artl- 
cle was published there were four, and 
one of the unfortunates had clippings 
of my article In his pocket. 

“Of course I was accused of killing 
these four by suggestion, but I was 
never arrested and do not feel guilty, 
for when once a person has decided to 
kill himself the method Is a slight mat 
ter. No person tn his right mind will 
commit suicide. We all know tn our 
sane moments of easy ways to end life, 
but when In the sulcidal frame of mind 
nature seems to rob us of our reason in} 
this direction, as If In a desperate hope 
of preventing the sacrifice.”—New York 
Mall and Express.

BRITISH BANKRUPTS. 


PRIVILEGES WHICH ARE ACCORDED 
BY LAW TO PEERS 


Some Enalish Legal Dectatons as to 

| What Constitate the Necesanrics of 
Life—They Widely Differ From 
Dake to Ordinary Mortal. 


| Recent bankruptcy cases In London 
have brought up various legal decisions 
| whieh have been reached in England 
on the subject of what are necessaries 
of life for men of various stations and 
| degrees who are not in command of | 
| their own Incomes, 

| A duke, for instance, or even a mar 
| quis or an earl is entitled by law to 
one bottle of champagne a day if bis 
| trustees hold the money to pay for it. 
| In the case of the former Duke of Man- 
chester the law decided that seven bot- 
tles of champagne a week are neces- 
| Sary to a duke whose affairs may be In 
| the hands of trustees and that if he 
| had not the control of his own income 
he must be allowed to have a carriage 
with one horse, a riding horse as well, 
one manservant and a house with a 
rent of not less than £250 a year; oth. | 
| erwise he must be allowed to have the 
use of £2,000 a year, while the rest 
might be allowed to accumulate for the 
good of the estate till the trustee pe- 
riod expired. 

A viscount or a baron ts allowed by 
law to deseribe as necessaries things 
which smaller fry might struggle along 
without. But a viseount’s Income 
provided there is anybody to pay It—I!s 
fixed at £1,500 a year and a baron’s at 
£1,000. He fs, supposing any guard- 
Jans have a few thousands a year to 
pay out to him according to discretion, 
only entitled to claret as a beverage. 
for his yearly wine allowance only runs 
to £60, which would not keep him in 
champagne unless he drank it very sel- 
dom. The duke’s wine bill may run 
to £150. 

The viscount must have a carriage, 
but ft may be attached for debt, and 
he cannot force his guardians to give 
him a horse. Of course, If he has no!

under or over age. As to debt, he can | 
be sold up, bar his personal necessaries 
and his clothes, though he is not gen 
erally allowed to keep more than six 
sults of the latter. 

If he has more a judge might allow 
them to be taken with the other chat 
tels, and he can be left without a chair 
Jewel- 
ry, if he has any, can be taken; but if 


he has, say, two pairs of valuable 
sleeve links he ean keep only one of 
them. In the same way he may keep 


a dress suit, but if he has two an order 
may be made to sell up one of them. 

A lawyer can have 500 books on legal 
subjects or in some way pertaining to 
law, and these have to be left alone by 
the brokers. There are extreme cas 
in which everything, eyen necessaries, 
may be taken, but the lawyer may also 
demand exemption even in such cases 
for his wigs, or at least two of them, | 
and two gowns. As a student in the! 
hands of guardians he can make them 
pay him £80 a year for chambers, and 
they must pay his examination and 
other fees. 

A clergyman or minister of any kind 
is worst off of all and can keep very 
little for himself He can make bis 
guardians come down with t 
profession needs, however, and if he 
lives in the country a curate and 
has some trustees and also a guardian 
he can make them supply him with a 
gardener.

K#ecal Sentiment as in hg an in Cer- 
tain Attempts at Poetic Composition 
a Hundred Years Ago in Woburn. 


A gentleman in Concord, New Hamp 
shire, writes of our February article on 
the subject of “One Hundred Years Ago 
in Woburn,” as follows: 

“Many thanks for copies of the Wo 
BURN JOURNAL. Your communications 
must be of interest to a good many per- 
sons for a long time to come. Here ts 
how they hit me: 

“The niece’s letter, written in 1805, to 
Lydia (Thompson) Walker, Jr., married 
to T. W., Jr. Dee. 31, 1804, mentions 
“the clock.” This’ clock now nearly, or 
perbaps quite, one hundred years old, is 
a very good one, and came into my pos- 


session by bequest a few years ago. 
Until recently, I have thought that it 
was made by Abiel Chandler, an old 


time clock-maker of Concord. I now, 
for various reasous, mistrust that I have 
been mistaken, and that it was a part 
of Lydia Thompson Walker's outfit at 
the time of her marriage, and was made 


in Massachusetts. If, at any time, you 
see any mention of it in any of Squire 
Tis papers coming under our eye, I 


would be glad to know of it.” 
We find this reference to the clock in 
Samuel Thompson, Esquire’s, Diary :— 
1804, Feb. 3, **Clock cleaned.” 


1804, Aug. 18, “Set ye—clock."’ 

Also this description of his watch, 
sometime between the years 1786 and 
1794: 

“Saml, Thompson's Watch. rill,

W F 849."
